Modern Annex To Include 
Latest Equipment In

Excavation was started last week 
preparatory to the construction of a 
three-story’ addition to Salem City 
hospital th a t will increase the adult 
bed capacity to 105 and provide new 
and larger departm ents for ade­ 
quate care of a constantly increas­ 
ing patient load.

the Labor departm ent’s Bu reau of 
Labor Standards which, 
he 
said, 
was set u p u nder a specific statu te. 
“If we enact su ch a law we have 
to contem plate that It requ ires ap­ 
propriations,” M cCarran 
declared. 
“If we destroy a statu te by failing 
to appropriate it is defeating the 
will of congress.” 
M cCarran spoke u p after W illiam 
L Connolly, bu reau director, told 
a senate appropriations su bcom m it­ 
tee th a t eliminating the u nits in­ 
du strial safety program wou ld leave 
the governm ent sitting “idly 
by” 
while workers are “needlessly killed 
and maimed ” 
Connolly’s plea for restoration of 
$625,857 in fu nds for the bu reau 
opened a Labor departm ent fight 
to restore a 40 per cent cu t w hich 
the hou se voted in the departm ents 
operating fu nds. It 
wou ld sweep 
away scores of strike-m ediation ex­ 
perts.
